TAX GOLLEGT'ON 


Those Found Guilty cf Violating Fed- ! 
eral Laws by Engaging in Man­ 
ufacture of Liquor 


They Won Cinderella Prizes With Ten Artists on the Jury 


WILL HAVE TO PAY ADDED TAX 


New Law Went Into Effect on Febru­ 
ary 24. 1919— Agents Now Op­ 
erating in Superior 


Various range men and others of 
this county, largely foreigners, who 
have been charged with m aking and 
selling illicit liquor and found guilty 
in federal court, fare heavy taxes as a 
result of a new law under which tile 
federal agents are now operating in 
Superior, Wis. 
The law went Into effect on F e b r u ­ 
ary 24. 1919. 
Tile provision under 
which the taxes will lie 
levied 
pro­ 
vides that anyone engaged 
In 
the 
m an u factu re or sale of liquors in vio­ 
lation of laws 
or 
city 
ordinances 
shall pay an extra 
federal 
tax 
of 
$1,000 a year. 
The tax. as a rule, is 
estim ated on the basis of the portion 
of the y ear In which th e violator Is 
alleged to have operated. 
Federal revenue agents in Superior 
imposed a tax of $512.50 on August 
Gerke, W atertow n. Wis., the m inute 
after he was fined $1,000 and coats 
on a liquor charge by Federal Judi.e 
I/otiis FitzH enry. 
Gerke appealed to 
the court for a remission of ills flue 
in view? of the tax. 
The judge refus­ 
ed. 
Nation-Wide Drive 
It is reported that the federal men 
had secret inst ructions from Wash 
ington to begin imposing the tax. and 
that federal agents the country over 
will begin com bing police court blot­ 
ters for IS m onths past, and will levy 
taxes ru n n in g high in ti e millions of 
dollars on 
those 
who 
have 
been 
caught at any liquor violation.

Surely Plenty of Changes In Those 
Tim es for Those Who Had Charge 
of the Education of the Young 
— Enjoyed Life. 


Tho first woman tonchor w ho xvns 
ever "boardc*! ’round” Is now living in 
one of the ninny nlmost-forpottpn cor­ 
ner* of New York. Hor experience wits 
gained 03 years ago In schoolhouse 
No. 210, on tile plunk road in Lake 
county, Ohio. 
H e r name, Frances I., flarslde tells 
the New York 
Post, was Elizabeth 
B artlett, h er ago seventeen, and It sins 
her firm conviction th at she w as c re ­ 
ated to tench, a conviction th a t Im­ 
pressed tin* district b o ard ; the m em ­ 
bers appointed lier, with many misgiv­ 
ings because of h er age and h er sex, 
to tench for the sum m er term. 
She 
changed her abiding place every S a t­ 
urday ns a part of the compensation 
for her services, the rest of which 
compensation was $1.50 a week. 
A textbook of those days stated that 
the staple products of a certain sec­ 
tion of Connecticut were school teach­ 
ers and onions. 
“ I Just had to he a 
school teacher,” she explains, "with 
this Information 
staring me In the 
face In my own school days." 
She taught three and a h alf m onths 
during that sum m er and never enjoyed 
life more.
